ART MOVIES FEATURED AT THE CLEVELAND MUSEUM OF ART 


(Cleveland, OH) In January, the Cleveland Museum of Art’s Friday Film Festival brings to 
Cleveland a choice selection of movies about the arts. The Arts on Film runs Friday eve- 
nings, 7:00 pm, January 2-30, 1998. Four of the five films are Cleveland premieres. “Movies 
about the arts are a natural,” says film program coordinator John Ewing, “since film itself is a 
synthesis of various art forms.” Featured are films focusing on a Mozart opera (Cosi, January 
2); a German painter and sculptor (Niki de Saint Phalle: Who is the Monster, You or Me?, the 
9th); a rich Spanish song and dance tradition (Flamenco, the 16th); the American artist Jim 
Dine (Dine on Dine, the 23rd); and a legendary 18th-century Japanese printmaker (Sharaku, 
the 30th). Admission is $6, CMA members S3.
